the school were small, was the book; 
and small staff could produce the 
yearbook without detriment scholas- 
tic work.

And questionable, least, the 
effort, the expense education, 
worth all. 

Certainly there are valid, but limited, 


educative values yearbook work, but 
little humor even realism weigh- 
ing these values would suggest 
moderators salutary de-emphasis 
this time-consuming activity.

All the work that went into the 
make-up the school paper became 
doubly meaningful, since would 
important ultimately for the production 
good yearbook. The weekly papers 
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were longer dead following publica- 
tion, and more time could expended 
purposefully the individual issues. 

addition, pictures and news were 
not duplicated they had previously 
been when the two publications were 
independently. 
count the number pictures the 
final yearbook was double that the 
conventional one. 

Yearbook coverage was more com- 
plete than had ever been. After all, 
one objective the yearbook 
give review the year, what better 
way than the chronological coverage 
provided the school paper? 

But the influences between the year- 
book and the newspaper conceptions 
were reciprocal. First all, the size 
the newspaper had changed. 
Instead putting out 
news-sized paper, adopted eight- 
paged, book sized one. Many school 
publications had already adopted this 
format being more appropriate 
the tone scholastic papers, which are 
generally heavier the feature than 
the news article than the conven- 
tional commercial paper. 

Second, more pictures, which helped 
considerably increase student inter- 
est, were introduced into the pages;

Third, with the reduced size and the 
need for more pictures, was not only 
possible, but necessary run off the 
paper the campus lithograph ma- 
chine, rather than have printed 
professional printing company. The 
process was, needless consid- 
erably less expensive; and the saving

Fourth, the whole process writing, 
organization, make-up, was 
the hands the students.

the final product, the usual sec- 
tions the yearbook were added: fac- 
graduates, and underclassmen, all 
bound the beginning the book.

The child entering the fourth grade 
leaves behind him the primary unit with 
its emphasis basic skills and immedi- 
ate locality, and enters the intermediate 
grades where begins branch out 
into more diverse subjects and distant 
locales. Through the years, teachers and 
parents have observed that nine-year- 
from their innate curiosity and 
background daily experiences, are 
intently interested the great big 
world which they live. help satisfy 
this curiosity and 
understandings the world and its peo- 
ple, the schools this country have 
generally evolved fourth-grade curric- 
ulum based upon representative. 
type, areas. 


Choosing Areas for Study 

The basic criteria for selecting areas 
for study usually hinges upon the illus- 
tration kinds physical environ- 
ments, such hot, wet, cold, dry, 
mountainous, and lowlands. the 
same time various representative peo- 
ples may depicted, such 
Indian, Negroid, and Caucasian. 
practice, certain areas have tended 
selected more frequently than others, 
that units Switzerland, Norway, 
and the Netherlands 
common.

This repetition has sometimes led 
the perpetuation certain inaccuracies 
and stereotypes. are all familiar 
with the windmill, wooden shoe, and 
igloo type geography which unfortu- 
nately resulted such instances. Even 
today must constantly our 
guard present the most factual and 
up-to-date information possible concern- 
ing the lands and peoples the world. 

Because analogs exist various parts 
the world, one often has choice 
several different areas represent 
particular type environment. There 
are, for example, fewer than six sub- 
tropical deserts the world. Other 
things being equal, the question 
whether study Egypt Saudi (sah- 
OO-deh) Arabia may little conse- 
quence when comes 
desert life and surroundings. 
however, have way never 
being equal, so, using Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia example. let explore 
other criteria the selection repre- 
sentative areas. 

Not only should type area rep- 
resentative particular environment, 
but should also provide for careful 
graphic concepts. other words, 
should fit into total plan. This not 
job undertaken lightly; fact, 
time-consuming task which calls 
for continuing experimentation and re- 
search. the case Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia, can immediately see one 


essential difference between the two 
places: Egypt has 
through its middle. Let see what 
implications this fact has for the teach- 
ing geographic concepts. 


The over-all objective teaching 


about deserts the fourth-grade level 
show how people live area 
little rain. the same the 
children learn some common character- 
istics deserts. These include: 


Deserts are dry lands. (Evapora- 
tion exceeds precipitation. 

Deserts are often hot day and 
cold night. (Dry air and lack 
cloud cover contribute temperature 
extremes. 

Much bare ground can seen 
deserts. (Sand dunes occur special 

Desert plants are well suited 
dry conditions. (Flowers may grow pro- 
fusely after rain.) 

Some animals make their homes 
deserts. (This well illustrated Walt 
Disney’s film, The Living Desert.) 

People need water order live 
deserts. (Water may 
from underground sources, from rivers. 
may brought from outside.) 

Where enough water available. 
crops may grown irrigation. (Such 
area may called oasis.) 


Concepts associated with rivers have 
very little relation the above desert 
concepts, except for the use rivers 
source water supply. Let notice 
some important river concepts 
presented the fourth grade: 
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Rivers obtain their water from rain 
and melting snows. (Too much rain 
results flooding.) 

Rivers flow downhill their 
source their mouth. 

Many tributaries join make 
large rivers. 

Fast-moving streams carry tiny soil 
particles. 

Deltas are formed soil deposits 
the mouth river. 

Rivers may used for washing, 
drinking, fishing, irrigation, power, trans- 
portation, and recreation. 


From the forgoing can seen that 
the selection Egypt type area 
for study the fourth grade may re- 
quire the teaching two different sets 
geographic concepts within the same 
unit. the other hand. the selection

Besides selecting type areas which 
are representative particular en- 
vironment and which provide for 
careful and sequential development 
geographic concepts, curriculum com- 
mittees and teachers should try select 
those areas which will promote healthy 
understanding and respect for other 
peoples. Teaching about the backward- 
ness and poor living conditions cer- 
tain parts the world may result 
life-long attitudes haughty superior- 
ity toward persons other customs and 
appearances. counteract this tend- 
ency important for teachers and 
textbooks emphasize that other peo- 
ple live ways that differ from our 
own for good and natural reasons. 
Some areas, because they have had con- 
siderable contact and friendly relations 
with the United States, may more suit- 
ably serve than others representative 
areas for study the fourth-grade. 
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Why Stories? 

Once type areas have been selected. 
the approach the study these areas 
needs considered. One common 
approach has been that journey geog- 
raphy. this method the class goes 
along hypothetical trip around the 
world. Unfortunately these trips are too 
often too hypothetical. For instance. 
every year, many parts our coun- 
try, children are taking such unlikely 
airplane one from the North 
Cape Norway the Szechwan Basin 
China, another from the northern 
coast Alaska the southern tip 
Cape Horn. The purpose journey 
geography add realism instruc- 
tion well provide vehicle for 
incorporating descriptions 
Thus, when this device used, should 
revolve around real trips and not flights 
fancy. Actually, children develop 
the ability use globe, they need 
only have place pointed out order 
transport themselves imagination 
that place. 

Stories are common means pre- 
senting geographic information the 
fourth grade. Not only stories make 
the way seem shorter, they may also 
serve present geographic information 
meaningful way. When story 
skillfully told, the children put them- 
selves into the scene and experience 
the warmth, drought, and cold other 
lands. They may also taste, smell, and 
hear through the perceptions the 
person the story with whom they 
identify themselves. 

The danger the story approach 
that the stories may become end 
themselves, rather than being means 
end. avoid this possibility 
important intersperse occasional 
questions which direct attention fea- 
tures the environment and call upon 
the use cause-effect reasoning.

Earth-Sun Relationships 


One the outstanding facts the 
contemporary scene that have en- 
tered into the Space Age. Children are 
following the accounts astronauts 
are preparing for the first human ven- 
ture into space. seems almost incon- 
ceivable this time observe that 
textbooks and 
courses study have omitted the fas- 
ships from their content. 

Experienced teachers 
fully taught the facts earth-sun rela- 
tions fourth graders for years. For- 
tunately are entering upon era 
American education where emphasis 
shifting what children can 
rather than what they cannot do. 

New teachers may feel insecure when 
comes teaching earth-sun relation- 
ships. any event review the 
basic factors involved and their im- 
plication the fourth grade will 
helpful for all. 

the study type areas, 
observed that equatorial lands the 
sun high the sky. polar lands 
the sun, even noon, never high 
the sky and may disappear below 
the horizon for days and even months. 
Pictures children with their shadows 
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have frequently been used demon- 
strate the variations height sun 
various places the earth. Eskimo 
children furs are shown pointing 
sun near the horizon.

First incline the North 
Pole toward them. this position they 
can beam continuously upon all the 
lands within the Arctic Circle even 
the globe rotated through complete 
turn. Then incline the North Pole away 

from the class and they see that 
longer can beam upon 

northern lands, but beam upon Ant- 

arctica instead. 

Earth-sun relations are important 
our daily lives. Painting 
house, parking car, and paying light 
bill are only three common activities 
that may influenced these 
tionships. simple understanding 
the fourth-grade level sun lines and 
earth movements prerequisite 
more advanced understandings later 
grades latitude, longitude, and time. 
Careful planning, sequential develop- 
ment, and imaginative presentation can 
result the mastery these concepts.

But the Saint kept look- 
ing him though the questions were off the mark, and 
had nothing say. When the Jesuit rector finished read- 
ing his questionnaire, could not disguise his disappoint- 
ment. Don Bosco was not interested. Then, imploringly and 
with “Father,” pleaded, have all the sons the 
Portuguese nobility under care think responsi- 
bility before God and country. What is, then, the great 
secret? How shall able mold the souls boys?” 

The Saint now broke his silence. Fastening penetrating 
look his interlocutor, calmly said: “Love them!” And 
that was, apparently, the end the interview. 

Several later, the eminent Jesuit recalled the inter- 
view the superior general the Salesians, then visit 
Portugal. added that still stood out his memory 
one the great events his life. The two simple words 
which Don Bosco had embodied his secret, had been 
him like sudden flash vivid light, which instant, 
had opened out him large vista. felt like man who, 
after trying vain get treasure locked safe, had 
been suddenly handed the key.” 


Golden Sayings 

Don Bosco found time write, would have 
action, lived his system. However can find his writ- 
ings some golden sayings which give idea the depth 
and originality his educational insights. They are like 
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variations his favorite theme yourself loved, not 
feared.” Let cull few these sayings: 

religion. Amorevolezza (he preferred this word the word 
amore which might suggest tinge sentimentalism) con- 
notes that warm, expansive kindness, which radiance 
goodness and expresses itself sundry little ways—a 
cheery smile, look approval, encouraging word, but 
above all service, self-dedication, visible devotedness. 
this which makes the boy realize that his teacher 
good and has his welfare heart. this sense love 
becomes active force which “bends the will the boy 
willingly what the rule the superior demands.” 

“Boys not only must loved, they must made 
feel that they are loved.” 

“He who knows loved, loves—and who 
loved obtains anything from the young.” “Love begets con- 
fidence, and confidence sets sort live current between 
educators and pupils. Hearts open up, boys spontaneously 
reveal their needs, their desires, even their faults: they are 
sincere confession and out confession. 

But win such confidence, distance must broken 
and replaced wholesome familiarity. “Try make your- 
self known your pupils and get know them spending 
much time you can with them. During leisure time and 
recreation mingle with them and seek opportunities whis- 
pering individual boys some confidential words en- 
couragement. This the secret that will enable you 
become master your pupils’ heart.” “If the teacher only 
seen the classroom, looked upon only teacher; 
mingles with the pupils during recreation, 
does nothing but his duty. But says good word 
boy during recreation time, that word the word 
one who loves. how many conversions have been the re- 
sult such casual good words.” 

Love has substitute. Don Bosco had use for rigid 
discipline. “Why should substitute the coldness 
regulation love?” 

“We must love the things which boys love (for instance 
games). Then the boys will love the things that love, 
such dicipline, work. sacrifice.”

There are advantages using the 
reader for manuscript writing. The chil- 
dren acquire awareness the ap- 
proximate size writing, and the trans- 
fer from print paper prepares them 
for later activities which involve copy- 
ing from textbooks. 


Beginning Cursive Writing 

the end seven months, the 
average first grader ready join 
letters cursive writing. And use 
the terms “manuscript” and “cursive” 
distinguish the two forms. this 
time pupils show eagerness write 
the way the older members their 
families write. Desire for any activity 
shows evidence readiness for the 
activity. 

Cursive writing introduced simply 
way joining letters, and the idea 
presented with words which this 
can easily seen, “me” and “run.”

for other words. 

All writing should taught the 
blackboard before there any practice 
paper.

section the blackboard set 
aside for individual pupils use for 
writing practice throughout the day 
when they have time. Again this has 
the advantage supervision the 
teacher all times, even while she 
conducting other classes. 

This method teaching writing 
first graders has been found very 
easier task teach first graders 
cursive writing than make the change 
from manuscript cursive the sec- 
ond third grade. There limit. 
certainly, the number skills children 
can learn and yet there doubt that 


their attention span very, very short. 
Striving master two 
taneously practice exercises differ- 
ent periods each day, therefore, 
provides constant, worthwhile learning 
activity. this way, first graders are 
utilizing many valuable 
ably before their school days become 
crowded with the added subjects 
future grades. Having been introduced 
cursive writing toward the end 
the first grade, the children seem natu- 
rally mature writing abilities 
during the long summer vacation. They 
use pencils occasionally during these 
months, and, consequently, they keep 
practice some extent. Writing the 
second grade ceases problem for 
the teacher. merely teaching and 
practicing, with constant attention 
letter forms, uniformity size, and 
spacing aspects writing which must 
given attention teachers all the 
other grades, and any adult, well, 
who wishes excellent penman.

Beyond the Earth: 


SIXTH GRADE STUDIES THE STARS 


The pupils the sixth-grade science 
class set their sights 
Except for very few, the children 
approached the subject with little scien- 
tific knowledge. The children were both 
curious and enthusiastic after their first 
discussion the universe outside the 
earth. Before the unit was completed 
they had gained insight into and 
appreciation the universe that proved 
new experience for them. 

The stars, arranged groups called 
constellations, opened new vistas. The 
names the constellations raised some 
misgivings among those pupils who were 
making their first acquaintance with 
them. But the stories these strange 
sounding names were told, the children 
readily accepted the pictures the sky. 
The fascinating stories that the ancients 
had woven around the star pictures 
helped concretize these rather difficult 
terms. Soon the children took pride 
naming constellations, and terms such 
Cassiopeia, Taurus, and Polaris slipped 
naturally into their scientific vocabu- 
lary. Almost daily someone came 
class proud that could report some 
find the winter skies. 

this time the activity program was 
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well under way. Library books, classic 
comics, films and filmstrips, and games, 
added the study the stars. One 
game included star finder. This came 
much demand. Except for lack 
telescope, our activity period left 
little desired. 

Most interesting, however, were the 
projects which the boys and girls volun- 
teered undertake aid their class- 
mates recognizing the constellations. 
Besides posters, groups children made 
individual slides the more important 
constellations dark cardboard the 
size postcards. They painstakingly 
punched openings for the stars, careful 
arrange the constellations correct 
groupings, and drew the figure the 
constellation with white pencil. shoe 
box with electric bulb inside served 
slide machine. the slide was 
shown, the pupil assigned gave brief 
explanation the constellation. 

committee boys volunteered 
make large shadow box the con- 
stellations the winter sky. The bot- 
tom corrugated box was covered 
with black construction paper and the 
boys punched small openings for the 


stars, again keeping the constellation 
patterns accurately they could. 
Again they traced the pictures with 
white pencil. The finished product was 
kept out sight until class period. 
After the boys had darkened the room 
and lighted the box showing the winter 
skies the northern hemisphere, there 
was exclamation delightful sur- 
prise from the class. Having traced 
carefully the patterns the constella- 
tions, the boys were well prepared 
show and explain their project. 

Finally, that other children the 
school might share their newly found 
appreciation the stars, the children 
traced the constellations the summer 
skies the library bulletin board. The 
study this unit science had added 
many new concepts the children’s 
knowledge the heavens. encouraged 
constructive use many hours 
leisure time. Practically all the project 
work was done outside class periods. 
one had looked upon his assignment 
task. Rather became fascina- 
tion, discovery, that revealed new sur- 
prises from class class. The unit 
the stars was completed with much 
satisfaction.

bait for the unsuspecting. 

The next problem one lan- 
guage. was never before brought 
walking down main street Berlin 
toward the Soviet zone, was met 
immense sign across the divid- 
ing line: Anfang der demokratischen 
Sector (Beginning the democratic 
Section). This illustration 
the chameleon use words which 
the young people the festival con- 
tinually met. Democracy was what- 


ever the Russians wanted. The fes- 


tival was for “Peace and Friendship,” 
but got out hand, the Soviet 
representatives were revealed their 
true colors. “Peace” favorite 
term this game deception. Its 


meaning depends upon whom 
directed. For they would have 
mean disarmament, neutralism, 
coexistence, free trade, with the real 
intention making weak, un- 
prepared prelude destruction. 
However, nations who are re- 
garded victims colonialism 
with new national aspirations, 
means what they want: free- 
dom from Western nations, inde- 
pendence and, the back the 
Communist head, absorption the 
Russian orbit. 

One the striking methods used 
these Festivals the continuous 
monotonous chant the Russian 
catch phrases: “Peace and Free- 
dom,” “Peace and Friendship.” 
this Festival these were effective 
creating emotional moods, along with 
the banners and bands and the mob 
contagion. 

the real purposes the presentation 
the dance and music and drama 
the Soviet nations. These folk and 
more sophisticated presentations are 
often high artistic value and illus- 
trative the popular culture the 
countries. They tend give 
sense the announced purpose 
these festivals while every other as- 
pect the meeting dedicated 
the propaganda and subversive pur- 
poses the Soviet sponsors. 

The main instruments the prop- 
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aganda are the meetings called 


much abused word, seminars. Here 
the mechanisms control become 
very evident the alert and pre- 
pared. The papers presented are 
practically exclusively expressive 
the Communist line. There little 
time for discussion, and this period 
largely reinforcement the main 
paper. The Soviet chairman recog- 
nized usually only those whom they 
selected advance. Happily, only 
occasionally, vigorous protest from 
the floor resulted recognitions 


non-Communists, who did some fine 


work the Festival within its lim- 
itations. Even here non-Communist 
objections would shouted down. 
There was freedom expression.

Suggestions from Theologian

necessary produce Christians.” 
1949 Evelyn Waugh prepared his 
portrait the Catholic Church 
America for magazine, 
claimed one his rare moments 
unique.” 


The Situation 

what means cover the land? 
1930, Catholic high schools were edu- 
cating 241,869 students. 1958, that 
enrollment had more than tripled with 
count 783,156. While only 300 
new school plants can included 
this bold expansion, the number 
teachers required meet not only the 
curriculum staples, but, more recently, 
the classroom specialties has jumped 
from 14,307 almost 40,000 
years. 

All this quickly! Why? Fun- 
damentally, know that Catholics 
justify the need for elaborate and 
costly system schools because they 
posit truth extensive enough re- 
quire years study under primary, 
elementary, secondary, and college in- 
structors who are prepared impart 
that knowledge. 

The great paradox all this im- 
posing theory, liberal financing, mush- 
rooming expansion quite apparent 
most the high school teachers im- 
plementing the theory, spending the 
money, and overloading their schedules. 
There has not been enough time. The 
system had grow. The problem has 
been keep it, the same time, 
thoroughly effective. While the teacher- 
preparedness program has been focused 
state and private accrediting require- 
ments, has sometimes lost sight 
kept dim view the religious 


instruction which school’s 
unique purpose. 

Forty teachers high school religion 
representing communities teaching 
Sisters, recently questioned about their 
theological preparedness, indicated that 
their course studies had included 
average college hours theology. 
Most these Sisters would testify, I’m 
sure, that good teaching job 
modern high school classroom normally 
demands more hours given 
field study. Pushed little further, 
some these same teachers would 
admit that from qualitative stand- 
brary facilities, and highly qualified in- 
did not match the secular phases 
their study toward degree. 

Matter factly, there are not many 
colleges which stock libraries for 
major minor program theology, 
and certainly there abundance 
full time theology instructors outside 
the major seminaries. The priest not 
ipso facto instructor capable 
handling class theology virtue 
ordination, nor the religious 
virtue vows. 


Search for Improvement 

While the system continues mush- 
room, few educators are taking time 
out expose the worst problems and 
inadequacies. Tentatively, they hope 
implement number changes 
both the field teacher preparation 
and the field curriculum planning. 
The teacher problem the more serious 
one, for even with the best texts and 
choice arrangement subject matter 
the plan will fall short without the 
personnel equipped communicate the 
good news. Above all else, the recent 
inquiries are aimed the unification 
and integration the teaching reli- 
gion from first grade through four years 
college. 

One the centers concerned 


Marquette University. Last September, 
Father Bernard Cooke, S.J., chairman 
the department theology, inaugu- 
rated one the first undergraduate 
programs offering major theology 
campus. June, Father gathered 
voluble text book 
publishers, and teachers experienced 
every grade level religious education 
—to evaluate the existing religion pro- 
gram and begin the process 
recommendations. copy the pro-

What Can Now 

With the immediate problem mind 
asked Father Cooke suggest prac- 
tical measures which could put into 
operation right now. Since there 
enough variance among the current 
problems warrant more than one 
make-shift solution, Father proposed 
three. Each religious community, geo- 
graphic area, joint faculty, indi- 
vidual religious may cull 
proposals whatever possible. may 
well keep mind you read 
them, however, that the impossible 
not the same the improbable the 
25-year growth our 
witness that fact. 


Regular workshops institutes 
during the school year. Qualified pro- 
fessors theology would meet in- 
tervals one two months with all 


high school teachers religion 
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given area. The one-day sessions held, 
for example, Saturday would deal 
with only one important phase the 
religion curriculum time. The ses- 
sions would follow predetermined 
sequence keeping with the proposed 
sequence the curriculum revision. 

this basis the first series probably 
would consider Scripture, opening with 
the Old Testament. Because the 
enormous implications found 
Pope Pius encyclical, Divino 
scholarship opening what 
Father Cooke prefers call “the most 
important period theological develop- 
ment the history the Church.” 
Which means, effect, that teacher 
religion today can rest secure with 
Scripture background gleaned 
years ago. This revitalized interest 
Scripture scholarship bringing man’s 
knowledge God out the era 
the post-Reformation and into the light 
the modern world. Four lectures 
two lectures and two workshop discus- 
sions during one Institute might de- 
velop the following topics: (1) His- 
torical Background the Old Testa- 
ment, (2) Thought World Biblical 
Times, (3) Importance Literary 
Form Understanding the Bible, 
and (4) Advance Religious Under- 
standing Scripture. 

The Institute proper would only 
starting point. Further reading and 
practical implementation the class- 
room would have follow order 
bridge the time gap between Insti- 
tutes and order make the experi- 
ence meaningful and useful the 
teacher. For this reason, Father Cooke 
suggested the distribution selected 
bibliography the close each Insti- 
tute—a list books which would 
subject matter that 
particular Institute. 

Once the Institute 
supplied the foundation, the religious 
could cover great portion the 
related reading during the daily period 
spiritual reading. Other 
might done conjunction with les- 
son plans. all, the demands the 
reading program would not taxing 
correspondence course, and the 
adjunct monthly bimonthly In- 
stitutes would make the task good 
deal more humanizing than the average 
home study course. Then too, pro- 
gram definitely scheduled periods 
private study dependent upon the latest 
Institute for its clarity, and projected 
the next for its motivation, less 
likely bog down than program in-

when was very young. Then lived 
with pagan uncle but did not dare 
learn about God. escaped Canada 
where received first Holy Com- 
munion, and lived there until early 
death. people called the “Lily 
the Mohawks.” 

ANOTHER INDIAN: One morning 
some tribe were standing the 
shore the Mississippi River, saw 
two canoes coming down the river. 
one them was the Jesuit Blackrobe, 
Father Marquette. With him was Louis 
Joliet, another Frenchman. Father Mar- 
quette held the calumet, the peacepipe, 
high above his head sign friend- 
ship. stopped our village and 
told about God and Jesus. 

Lapy FROM BALTIMORE: lived 
Baltimore when Father John Carroll 
became the first bishop the United 
States, and his diocese included the 
whole country, and all the Catholic 
Indians well. named the Blessed 
Virgin the patroness our country, 
she still today. 

Dominican missionary, Father Samuel 
Mazzucheli. spent life among the 
Indians and whites who lived along the 
Mississippi River. celebrated Mass 
many places where said today. One 
these places was Prairie Chien, 
Wisconsin.

TEACHER TRAINING INSTITUTIONS 


Normal Schools 

Teacher training institutions were 
largely development the nineteenth 
and twentieth centuries the A., 
though there were earlier efforts 
Europe, and St. John Baptist Salle 
reported have established the first 
normal school Rheims 1684. 

The normal school the was 
the first teacher training institution ex- 
clusively devoted the purpose and 
ultimately replacing the activities the 
academies this field. Our first normal 
school was established Samuel 
Hall Concord, Vt., 1823, but had 
practically imitators. The first public 
normal school was established the 
Massachusetts legislature 1839, 
Lexington. 

its early development, the normal 
school was largely school for the train- 
ing elementary teachers for rural 
schools. that time, high school teach- 
ers were not supposed need pedagogic 
training. With the co-operation the 
state educational authorities, aided 
educational lobbies, the pedagogical re- 
quirements for teachers’ licenses were 
progressively increased. The normal 
schools, toward the end the nine- 
teenth century, more and more de- 
manded high school graduation 
entrance requirement, 
length some their courses three 
and four years, and began include 
courses teaching academic subjects 
the high schools, and lastly, courses 
teaching special subjects. 

the beginning the twentieth 
century, state teachers’ colleges began 
appear (Ypsilanti, Michigan, 
1903), and soon they were granted 
power confer pedagogical degrees. 
the the movement was develop- 
ing fast, and reached its final stage 
the when the state teachers’ 
colleges became state colleges giving the 
usual college courses and 
academic degrees, addition teacher 
training part it. Woodring 
thinks that 1970 this final stage will 
practically completed. 


University Schools Education 
The full development the teacher 
training program the came 
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with the establishment university 
schools education. motivating force 
this development was the establish- 
ment Columbia University, under 
Nicholas Murray Butler, 
(Teachers College). This movement has 
been extraordinary its scope train- 
ing, its proliferation courses, 
its influence state departments 
education, increasing 
quirements for teachers’ certificates, and 
increasing the number certificates. 
distinguished professor education 
(Dr. Knight) has indicated that this 
development has been extreme and has 
proposed that professional education 


needs studied that other 
professions has been notably the 
Flexner Study Medical Education

“without fear favor, fairly but firmly 
turned the searchlight on, and drove out, 
spurious practices medical education.

Liberal Arts Colleges 

The liberal arts college was the pri- 
mary source supply secondary 
teachers during most the nineteenth 
century where only academic training 
subject matter was required.

COLLEGE EDUCATION
